The subject matter of claim 1 is thus novel (PCT 
Article 33(2)). The present invention can 
therefore be considered to address the problem of 
developing a fuelling system which can easily be 
converted into a system with two connections for 
two fuels, for bivalent gas refuelling. 



2.2 

The solution to this problem as proposed in 
claim 1 of the present application involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) for the 
following reasons: the available prior art neither 
discloses nor suggests the formation of a second 
hole which is delimited by means of an attenuation 
groove and can be broken off. 

2.3 

Claims 2-15 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step.
